EACH week I hove two regular radio programs. 
I also participate frequently in other radio 
presentations, as well as in television productions. 
Occasionally, I hove a radio series for the Na- 
tional Council of Catholic Men on one or the other 
of their nation-wide hook-ups— network shows, as 
they call them. 

In addition to the above I am director of our 
Diocesan Radio and TV Department, This means 
almost doily contact with many radio and TV sta- 
tions; arranging for more Catholic programs or 
helpinq to put them on. Some of these contacts, 
ore by mail, others through personal visits. All of 
this gives me o pretty good look at the entire field 
of broadcasting, including the ever-growing Cath- 
olic side of it. 

But this experience has done more than just 
give me a "look" into Ihis field of activity. If if 
hadn't, what I have just told you wouldn't even be 
worth mentioning. There are many priests who do 
all that and more to promote Catholic broadcast- 
ing. 

No, the experience has been valuable for a 
much greater reason. Because of it ( have come 
to see what ferrific things Catholic laymen can da 
for the Church while engaged in their jobs in ra- 
dio and television. 

Let's look at a few examples of what I am talk- 
ing about, first, from the angle of Catholics who 
have regular work at radio and TV stations. 

I know a very prominent TV news broadcaster 
in a large city in the Midwest who devotes a great 
deal of his spare time assisting his diocese in the 
production of a first-class Cotholic TV show every 
week. 

The show is modeled after some of the big quiz 
programs, but in this instance it's used to put 
across Cotholic doctrine. This man is not afraid 
to let people know he is a Catholic, a fact that 
many, who see him only on his regular broad- 
casts, do not know. 

I know two other Catholic announcers on a TV 
station who help the loco' priests with publicity 
notices for certain Church activities. These an- 




nouncers "know the ropes" and render valuable 
assistance, even to the point of making recordings 
which are sent to the city's other radio and TV 
stations. 

There are also many secretaries and typists who 
keep their pastors informed of schedule opera- 
tions and opportunities for staging local Catholic 
shows. These people are doing a terrific job for 
the Church in just this simple manner. 

On one of my own programs, a Catholic an- 
nouncer was responsible for having two beer com- 
mercials removed from the beginning and end Of 
the broadcast. Through an oversight they had 
been put in on these spots ond no one thought 
too much of it. 

The announcer thought the ads took away from 
the dignity of the program— a word to the man- 
ager and the situation was corrected. Besides this, 
an order was issued preventing such ads from 
being shown immediately before or after all re- 
ligious programs on the schedule. 

Incidentally, I was unaware of this until another 
announcer, o non-Catholic, told me about it. He, 
05 well as the station manager, was very >m- 
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pressed with the Catholic boy's respect for his 
Faith as well as his good taste. 

The television world isn't composed entirely of 
producers and announcers, though. Since 1945, 
when the Federal Communications Commission 
began assigning channels to various broadcasters, 
the field has grown enormously. All types of tech- 
nicians and artists can find work in it. 

Does electrical engineering interest you? There 
ts a place for electrical engineers in television. 




How about working with motion piclure projectors? 
All television studios have projection rooms. Sound 
experts, camera men, make-up experts, dress de- 
signers, scenery designers and builders, secre- 
taries, receptionists— television and radio offer 
opportunities for all kinds of work. Some of.it is 
hard work, physically; some of it is hard work, 
mentally. There's added interest in the fact that it's 
show business, the. business there's no business 
like, but the fact remains that if you decide to 
enter this field you'd have to work just as hard as 
you do in any other business. 

But what of Catholic broadcasting, by which I 
mean the production of Catholic programs? At the 
present time the number of these shows is too 
small to give full-time employment to many Cath- 
olics. Those who are fortunate enough to land 
full-time jobs in Catholic radio and TV generally 
come in after having experience in the so-called 
"secular" field— broadcasting in general. 
I But let's face it. One reason there aren't more 
applications for jobs in Catholic radio and TV is 
that the pay may not always be as high as one 
could obtain in the secular broadcasting field. 
This means bringing to the Catholic job a real 
spirit of dedication. Also, there aren't enough 
people— such as the TV newscaster mentioned 
above— who are willing to contribute their profes- 
sional "know-how" free, as part-time work, to the 
making of Catholic productions. 

Another reason why Catholic radio and TV is 



short of help is that many Catholics do not even 
know of the existence of these fine shows. 

If our Catholic radio and TV is ever tor be a 
success the general Catholic public must listen to 
it. And this listening interest should start rigrtTv/ith 
you boys arid girls. Then when-'you .$f?o> up and 
get into radio and TV later you wiM ..u^de/stand 
better how you can be of help to*'the iifthurch 
through your professional knowledge. S 

The Holy Father himself has ma^this pofiff in 
his most recent letter (encyclical)' (fr'rhe Bishops, 
priests, and people of the Catholic Church all over 
the world. The entire letter is on the subject of TV, 
radio, and motion pictures. In it the Holy Father 
constantly emphasizes the. responsibility to listen- 
ers, if the Church is to be successful In her radio 
and TV efforts. He says that the minds, and incli- 
nations of the spectators must be trained and 
educated so that they will be able to recognize 
what is right and gop'd in these arts. 

You have to know what's going on if ypVi are 
to be of service to the Church in radio, TV— o'jjany- 
thing else, for that matter. ,;,
